Mr. MoMillan, chairman of the committee 
on commerce, moved to strike ott all after 
the enacting clause in tho river and harbor 
appropriation bill and insert all the items now 
in the bill, except that in each case the amount 
is reduced twenty-five per cent, He explained 
that the amount of the house bill was, in 
round numbers, $15,000,000: the amount as 
reported by the committee on commerce, $18,- 
000,000; the amount as agreed to by the senate 
in committee of the whole, $600,000 more, and 
thattheamount under the proposed twenty- 
five per cent reduction would be $14,000,000. 

Then again began a debate on the merits of 
the river and harbor bill,in the course of 
which Mr. McMillan said the committee be- 
heved that, in order to secure any river and 
harbor bill at this session, it was necessary to 
reduce the amount. 

Mr. Eustis said that the senator from Min- 
negota had vaguely referred to the same dan- 
ger to the bill if the proposed reductions wore 
rot made, He asked whether the danger ex- 
isted ip the senate or elsewhere. 

Mr. McMillan—It does not exist in this 
body, as I believe. 

Mr. Eustis—Have you any more specific in- 
formation as to danger “elsewhere” (whatever 
that may mean) than the other members of 


committe have? , 
Mr, McMillan—I fave no more specific in- 


formatic 

The debate was for sometime continued in 
an effort to ascertain whether the committee 

on commerce had been influenced to offer this 
proposition by knowledge, fear or suspicion that 
it might save the bill from danger 
“elsewhere.” The committee came in fora 
gocd deal of criticism from out-and-out sup- 

nters of the bill, led by Mr. Eustis. The 
atterin reply to adirect question from Mr. 
Butler, said he was a thick and thin friend of 
the bill, 1n season and out of season. Mr. Eus- 
tis accused the committee of being afraid te 
confront the enemy (whoever he may be) and 
afraid to fuce fire, 

Mr. Miller appealed to friends of the bill to 
rally to the support of the committee: 
He ascribed Mr, Eu8tis’s position on the bill 
and bis desire to swell itto his well known 
hostility to the administration and to his wish 
to force a presidential veto. It was an open 
secret, he said, that arrangements were beiag 
made in another body to bury the bill, pro- 
vided certain things were done or provided 
the amounts were increased beyond a 
eertain point. There had also been 
floating about the corridors of the capitol, in 
the cloak rooms, and on the floor of the sea- 
ate, statements made and repeated day after 
day by men who represent the executive—by 
men who stood close to ji. They had not hes- 
itated to say (not in whispers, but in outspo- 
ken words) thatif this bill exceeded a certain 
point it would undoubtedly meet an executive 
veto. 

Mr. Edmunds said that it was out of order, 
axd unseemly and improper, to refer to any 
possible or impossible action of the president 
or of the bouse of representatives in relation 
to the bill, 

The chair (Mr, Sherman) said that the puint 
of order was well taken, but he had observed 
that senators frequently violated a rule in an 
indirect manner, by referring to what was 
done “elsewhere.” He reminded the senate 
that this indirect violation of a rule is a viola- 
tion of decency and propriety. 

Mr. Copger, member of the committee on 
commerce, resented the reference te his com- 
mittee and characterized them as “an insidi- 
ous attack upon the committee,” although the 
sneéches, be said, had run an attack on the 
motives, sincerity, honesty and honor of the 
committee. The senator from Kansas had 
spoken of some “‘sewerage system.” Ah, sir, 
said Mr. Conger, this kind of attack smells of 
clean, The senator’s suggestion of a sewer- 
ege system indicates the seeking for motive 
of men in some filthy place and I leave it 
there with that expression. How much better 
is the senator from Kansas than are the mem- 


bers of the committee on com- 
meice’ What have the members 
of the commeittee on commerce done that 


they should he held up tothe scorn of their 
fellows and the people. 1 admit his great 
eloquence, his superiority in sailing high— 
aye! and in sinking low, but I do not admit 
bis superior honesty, integrity or industry. 

At the close of Mr. Conger’s speech, which 
was extremely bitter throughout, and which 
seemed to be thoroughly enjoyed by his audi- 
ence, the senate, without coming to a vote, 
adjourned at 6:30, 


A DULL DAY IN THE HOUSE.

THE PAYNE CASE. 


Three Reports from the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Three reports from 
the senate committee on privileges and elect- 
ions, upcn the Payne case, were submitted to 
th senate today. The report signed by Sena- 
tors Pugh, Saulsbury, Vance and Eustis, dem- 
ocratic members of the committee, seta forth, 
at length, the public history of the case, rec- 
egnizing the transcendent importance of 
throwing around the senate of the United 
States the highest safeguards against seating 
members whose title was procured by 
bribe, fraud or corruption, and describes 
the b me tape by which the signers reach the 
conclusion that there is no ground for further 
proceeding against Mr. Payne. The report 
says the committees’ first act was to comply 
fully with the first request of the Ohio house 
of representatives to make an examination of 
the testimony taken by the select committee 
at Columbus, Upon this testimony, Mr. Hoar 
made a report to the committee that after a 
careful reading no evidence, opinion or state- 
ment, whatever, was found personally incul- 
pating Mr. Payne in any way with the corrupt 


use of money in connection with 
his election. Neither did such 
examination show that enough had 


been found to justify the charge that the elec- 
tion was procured by thecorrupt use of 
money. About this time supplemental reso- 
lutions of two houses of Ohio central legisla- 
ture, and those of the republican state com- 
mittee, made their appearance, and soon after 
Congressmen Little and Butterworth were 
heard at length. . 

The signers of the report declare that no 
new evidence not contained in the original 
matter submitted was brought to their atten- 
tion which any court would not hold to be 
merely cumulative and speculative and insufli- 
cient by itsel, or in sounection with the erigi- 
wal, to justify a report in favor of a trial by 
the senate of Mr. Payne’s right to his seat, 
They conclude that Henry B. Payne has not 
been charged with having anything to do por- 


sopvally, or with having any personal 
knowledge of, or connection with, 
or participation iu, any act or 


anytbing that may have been done or charged 
as having been done, that was wrong. crimi- 
nal, immoral or reprehensible in his election; 
that no member of the committee, and no wit- 
ness, representative or other person has ex- 
pressed an opinion or intimated anv belief or 
suspicion that Henry B. Payne is, or was, 
connected in the remotest degree, by 
act or knowledge, with anything that was or 
may have been wrong or criminal, or immoral 
in his election, and on the whole case as pre- 
sented to them, they recommend that the sen- 
ate make no further investigation of the 
charge involving the right of Henry B, Payne 
to hisseat. This report asks that the commit- 
tee be discharged from further consideration 
of - subject and that it be indefinitely post- 


poned. 

Therefore, the report holds that the senate 
would not be warranted, under the constitu- 
tion, in instituting an investigation. The 
report points out that the state is not under 
restrictions which binds the senate in such 
investigations, and says the state should exe- 


cute ite laws respecting the purity 
of senatorial elections by the 
indictment and conviction of 


bribe givers or takers. In this case the state 
has attempted no farther investigation than is 
embodied in the matter laid before the senate, 
either through the legislatu@ or courts of law. 
If a further examination by the state should 
be made, the senate would be governed in its 
further action by what might appear. But as 
the matter stands the report holds that an in- 
vestigation should not be instituted by the 
serate. 

Messrs. Hoar and Frye, in a separate report, 
state that. they cannot concur with the 
views expressed by the oth- 
er members of the committee. 
They describe the eminent sources from which 
the charges were brought to the attention of 
the senate, and say they think a case is pre- 
sented in which it is the duty of the semate to 
permit the petitioners to present 
their evidence and to authorize the 
issue of proper process to aid in procuring the 
attendance of witnesses. The senate is the 
only court which can have jurisdiction of the 
question. The courts of Ohio may exercise 
jurisdiction of the offense of bribery, but could 
not decide whether the result of an election 
wasthereby changed. For the senate to re- 
fuee to listen to this complaint would 
be taken as a declaration that it is indifferent 
to the question whether its seats are to be in 
the future the subject of bargain and sale or 
may be presented by afew millionaires as a 
compliment to a friend. 

The report sete forth a series of “proposi- 
tions” which Messrs. Little and Butterworth 
offer upon their own responsibility to estab- 
lish to the satisfaction of the senate, ree 
by witnesses who were not within reach of 
the Ohio committee. In brief, among these 
are the following: Three-fourths of the mem- 


bers of the legislature were pledged 
to Pendleton and Ward; that 
just before the logialative caucus 


large sums of money were placed by Mr, 
Payne’s son and other friends, at the control 
of active managers of Payne’s canvag;; thata 
gentleman whose name is offered to be given, 
would declare that David R. Paige had said 
be bad handled $65,000, and that Oliver 

. Paine said it cost 
bim $100000 to _ elect his father, 
that members of the legislature who changed 
from Pendleton to Payne did so after a secret, 
confidential interview with agents who had 
the disbursement of these moneys, and that

A Card from the Striking Workmen of Grape 
Creek Mines, 

CuHicaGco, July 15.—A committee of the 
striking miners at Grape Creek coal mines, 
near Danville, I1l., publishes a card respecting 
the situation, in which they say: 

“There is no prospect of a riot, norhas there 
been any attempt at violence or intimidation of 
any kind, The miners of this place are all Ameri- 
can citizens, peaceable and law abiding, and have 
common sense enough to stand up for their rights. 
The Grape Creek Coal company is solely 
responsible for the present trouble. We were re- 
quested by J. H. MeCjure, general manager of the 
ake oe Cosel company, to send a delegate to 
the Columbus, 0., convention, which adopted the 
Pittsburg rate of 75 cents perton. He took a prom- 
inent part in the convention, and was the only 
operator that voted inst the ae scale, 
which was to go into effect on May ist. When the 
convention was over General Man 


McClure came home, called us together

THE AUGUSTA TROUBLE. 


President Phinizy Declines’ to Give the 
Advance Asked. 

Avaeusta, Ga, July 15.—C, H. Painizy, 
président of the Augusta factory, in.a letter to 
Mullen, Meynardie and Salley, committee of 
the Knights of Labor, declines to make the 
fifteen per cent advance to the strikers, but 
agrees to abolish the pass or line system. The 
board of directors declare to all whom it may 
concern that they are anxious to continue the 
business on any terms which do not involve 
actual loss and destruction of property, and 
cordially invite the co-operation of all persons 
willing to engage in such business. 

In reply to the letter of President Phinizy, 
W.H. Mullen, eof the Knights of Labor, de- 
clares that fifteen per centis not their ulta- 
natum, and offers on behaifof the mill opera- 
tives to accept am advance of ten per cent for 
the next six months. In reply to the offers of 
President Phinizy to aliow the committee of 
knights toexamine the booksto show that 
the factory had lost largely, and is not able to 
advance wages, Mr, Mullen charges that the 
offer was useless, as the records of the com: 
pany had been consigned to the fiames. 

President Phinizy’s rejoinder is that he can 
have no further communication with any one 
making such charges until they are with- 
drawn. It is thought that Mallen will with- 
draw the charges about burning the books of 
the factory in the morning, as they are utterly 
unfounded. The other factories are working, 
but there is a feverish excitement among op- 
eratives in all the mills aboutthe strike in 
Augusta factory.

BEFS AND YELLOWJACKETS. 


A Good-Natured Man Tells What He Knows 
About Them, 
From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

“A bee isa very playful and good-natured 
animal,” said a gray-headed man with a be- 
nevolent smile, standing near the entrance of 
the beehives atthe Zoo yesterday. “The only 
thing you want to be careful about-when you 
come anywhere near a bee is never to hit him. 
That is, you must never attempt to hit him, for 
the chances are just about nine out of ten that 
you ‘can’t do it’ if you try. 

‘Now, the difference between a bee anda 
yellowjacket is just abont this: A yellowjack- 
et is the most vile and disagreeab e insect ever 
created. They suffer from a chronic disordered 
temper. It is never safe to pick up a yellow- 
jacket; and nothing makes a yellowjackst more 
bappy and gives rise to a more genial feeling 
of unbappiness on the part of human sascep- 
tibility than to have some unreflecting person 
take bold of him. It is then that the little 
yellowjacket’s soul throbs with fiendish de- 
'‘eht and misery seizes the unfortunate vic- 


ashe habits of theese insects are peculiar,” 
continued the benevolent man. “A bee never 
stivgs a person more than once. His appara 
tus bas a barbed point, and when it enters auy 
substance it stays there. This finishes up the 
bee for good. 
losing his sting.” 

The department of bee culture is one of the 
amusing and instructive features of the Zo at 
thistime of year. Four or five large box hives 
stand in a wire inciosure, and from this shady 


_tpot yesterday afternoon an interesting lecture 


on the babits and peculiarities of the insects 
was delivered to a large and attentive outdoor 
audience, The only distracting influence that 
cccasionally marred the points of the lecture 
was the competition of the House of Refuge 
Band, which thumped out the strains of msel- 
ody with the vigor that calmed the savage 
hbeaits of beasts. But the lecturer went on jast 
thesame. He removed the wooden slides from 
the boxes and kept up talking with a swarm of 
busy insects flyingall around him. The people 
stared at the lecturer partly with mistrust, as if 
they suspected that he coated hts hand and face 
with a preparation'to neutralize the sting of the 
Otuerwise it seemed incomprehensible 
iteat this man could stand therein the midat of 
them and gesticulate with impunity, while his 
Les: ersshuddered with fright whenever a little 
hone ymaker came “biz-z z’’ past their oars, 

‘'} bere reed nover be any fear of au attack 
‘tom bees,” sxid the lecturer, “anless you de- 
yim the attack by striking at them. Then they 
148} 0nd with savageimpulse. Ishould sayifa 
wi«leewerm of bees were to surround a min 
and sting him the effect wunld be fatal The 
verom of the boney bee is very paivful, Bat 
when tseated kindly they are harmless, Tao's 
thows their intelligence. They become accus- 
tored to persons in the habit of attending 
them.” 

In alittle frame building near the office of the 
superintendent there are three more hives with 
giaes cases, where the movements and hibits of 
the bees can be studied. The most curious 
trait to watch ia the removal of the dead bees, 
The working bees only live four weeks, aod 
they are dyivg off every five minontes ia the 
day. Ascavick #8 one dies the others curry 
hom out of the bive immediately, and fly away 
with him somewhere. A dead bee neverttive 4 
iv the hive lovger than it takes tocarry him 
out of it. Sometimes they attack one ano\ier 
¢esperately, when one,if not both, is killed, 
At other times two or three of the workers 
will savagely attack a drone and kill him, 
And all the time the work of making the 
eweetest of honey goes on ceaselessly night 
and day. avd the little insects with the sharp 
sting never seem to grow weary. 

Afurthe lecture was over ths benevolent 
man with the whiskers aud shiny gray eve, 
who knew all about bees, hornets, wasps, and 
yellowjackets, started to explain things. He 
seemed very fond of the insects, and he hat 
the temerity to pick one up to explain the dif- 
ference between a drove a worker. 

“Deo you know,” saidthe man who picked 
the bee up, “that # hornet is the most siuguiar 


beat, 


He lives buta few miautes after | 


erg beg the most unpleasant one to fight 
with, that peopleever knew? A person who is 
stung by a hornet feels ready for a howling 
war dance, and it all comes from not under- 
a one disagreeable characteristic of 
them. Ifa man was sbarpa hornet could 
nevir sting him. The minute a man strikes or 
throws a stick at him he instautly responds by 
making for him iv a line as straight as the 
range of a theodolite. And he always gots 
there. But if the man saw him put aad 
only had sense enough to dodge him, the hor- 
bet wouldn’t get there. And whatis more 
peculiar, the hornet would, go strait back to 
the identical point he started from and make 
another sally for his victim. But —_ as ofteu 
as the man kept dodging he would never get 
stung. It only requires a mau with nerve 
enough to stand his ground and agility enough 
to dodge quicker than the hornet can fly to 
makejit a very interestingfcombat, 
“But of all thespiteful, wicked, and uncom- 
Baer ese 5 insects, save me from either a yel- 
owjacket or a wasp. There is no getting away 
from them, and when they sting once they 
sting a dozen times, in different parts of the 
body. They keep right at it, and a mau may 
try to hit them with a stick or his hat all day 
and miss them every time, Wasps make their 
nests in the ceiling of afroom or the roof of a 
barp. Hornets are generally found ia clumps 
of fruit trees, and yellowjackets in the stamps 
of trees, shrubbery, or fences.’

Correcting a Boston Mistake. 

We find the following editorial paragraph 
in a Jate issue of the Boston Advertiser: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION is the leading dem” 
ocratic paper of that reviving state. It denounces 
the Atiania congressman, Mr. Hammond, for yot- 
ing to take up the Morrison bill, and says his res- 
ignation should be demanded if he continues to so 
misrepresent his constituents. 

Tt would be surprising to know where our 
Beston contemporary secured so much mis- 
information. THE CONSTITUTION has de- 
nounced neither Mr. Hammond nor any 
other southern congressman for voting to 
take up the Morrison bill, nor has it said, or 
even dreamed of saying, that his resignation 
should be demanded. The truth of the bus- 
imess is that there is no tariff issue in the 
south, though there is renewed interest in 
the question. THE CONSTITUTION, in dis- 
cussing the matter, has deemed it to be its 
duty to call attention to the fact that the 
democratic party of the south, notwithstand- 
the attitude of a majority of the south- 
1 congressmen, is not a free trade party. 


_«» 18, in fact, differently constituted. By 


the pressure of circumstances meu with to- 
tally different views in regard to the tariff 
question, internal improvements, und other 
matters that were once burning issues, have 
been united under one party organization 
and ca]] themselves democrats. 

This fact was once tersely set torth by the 
late Senator Hill in astatement which was 
cruelly and unjustly criticised. ‘‘Iflam a 
slemocrat,’’ he declared, “I did not go to 
be.”? He meant by this, that, although he 
had been opposed to the old democratic 
party all his life, yet,owing to circumstances 
over which he had no control, he was com- 
pelled to be a democrat. The very circum- 
stances that compelled Mr. Hill to be a dem- 
ocrat will prevent any very serious contro- 
versy on the tariff question. Thedemocrat- 
ic party is not yet ready to divide on such 
an issue, for there would inevitably be a 

‘division if the issue were insisted on. We 
believe that these are facts which even a 
free-trade congressman ought to take into 
consideration. 

Notonly is the democratic party of the 
south not the old democratic party, but the 
south is not the old south. There are those, 
of course, who believe that the south is 
doomed to bean ‘“‘exclusively agricultural 
section,’’ but THe CONSTITUTION has higher 
hopes of its future.

Wind, Rain and Hail Do Great Damage is 
Newark, Ohio. 

CurIcaGo, July 15,—A special from Newark, 
Ohio, says: This city was visited by one of 
the most severe storms ever known yesterday. 
Over $50 ,000 damage was done, the greatest 
loss being to fruits and growing crops. Sever- 
al business blocks had their roofs carried away. 
Men, womenand children were terribly fright- 
ened. Thestorm wasof about an hour’s du- 
ration, the wind high, the lightning fierce, the 
hail terrific and rain falling heavily. 

LOSSES IN INDIANA, 

MARION, Ind., July 15.—Reports of the 
wind, rain and hail sterm which swept over 
this county Tuesday show that the devastation 
was much greater than indicated by first re- 
ports. In some places hail fell and covered 
the ground two inches, and in other places 
corn, oats and fruits are atotal loss. Corn 
stalks are stripped and broken. Oats are 
béaten down on the ground, and fruit is beaten 
from the trees. Wheat, which was nearly all 
in the shock, will, much of it, have to be 
gathered cutof the woods andcorn fields 
where it was carried by the wind, and proba- 
bly a hundred buildings in the county were 
unroofed or blown down. The damage in the 
county is roughly estimated at $75,000, 

THE FURY OF THE WHIRLWIND, 

_ Ontcaco, July 15.—Growing crops on some 
thirty square miles of territory in ewe 
Condit, Hensley and Tolona townships, Liis., 
were considerably damaged by the hail storm 
of Tuesday night. Corn and other vegetation 
were terribly cut 10 pieces. Thousands of 
panes of window glass were broken. The loss 
cannot fall below $100,000. The storm was 
accompanied by a whirlwind, and its effects 
are seen in a territory six miles wide and 
twelve long.

WELL KNOWN CITIZENS 
WOODVILLE ARRESTED. 


They Are Charged with Makingand Passing Cont- 
terfeit Sliver Monéy—The Whole County 
Plooded with the Spurious Coin—Inter- 
esting Facts Aboutthe Osse, Etc, 


Collector Crenshaw has suceseded in work- 
ing up 8 first-class sensation, 

The main actors in the sensation are two of 
the prominent men of Woodville, a small sta- 
tion on the Georgia road, below Union Point. 


The men are charged with making and 
passing counterfeit money, and it is stated 
that there is an abundance of evidence against 
them. | 

A few days ago Deputy Collector Smith, while 
going down the Georgia road on a 
trip, stopped over at Union Point and Wood- 
ville. While at Union Point he bought a few 
cigars, giving a two dollar bill and receiving 
the change in silver. He did not notice the 
money, but carelessly dropped it down 

INTO HIS PANTS’ POCKET, 
and walking over tothe depot; boarded the 
train for Woodville. Upon reaching this 
place he attended to his business, and duriag 
the afternoon bought a few cigars. Mr. Smith 
was pleased with his day’s work, and at an 
early hour retired. 

Next morning after leaving Woodville, he 
discovered with his money two or three coun- 
terfeit half dollars and dimes. He knew 
he was given them at Union Point, 
or Woodville, from the fact that he had no 
silver money wher he reached Union Point. 
He was puzzied and scarcely knew. what to do. 
He feit satisfied, however, that there must be 
something wrong, or so much of the spurious 
coin would not have been passed on him in so 
short atime, His business wouid not allow 
him to return to the two places and investi- 
gate, as he was compelled to go further down 
the road. After a short time he decided to 
acquaint Collector Crenshaw 

WITH ALL THE FACTS. 

He accordingly wrote Collector Crenshaw a 
long letter, giving in detail all the facets, and 
stating that he believed the money was being 
circulated in Woodville and Union Point both. 
The pieces of counterfeit money were sent the 
collector along with the letter. 

Mr. Crenshaw considered the letter care- 
fully, and sent Deputy Collector Fite to the 
two towns to make a thorough investigation. 
Fite spent several dimes at Union Point, but 
was unable to catch onto anything. He 
would buy a dime’s worth of cigars and 
throw down a five-dollar bill for change. 
When the change was given he would exam- 
ine it carefully, but could not strikea single 
spurious piece. After satisfying himself 
thoroughly, that if there was any coun- 
terfeit money = at Union Point, 
it was a very scarce article, he 
moved off for Woodville. At this place he 
was more successful, and was not long in get- 
ting hold of a number of pieces of counterfeit 
money. The whole town looked like it was 
flooded with the stuff. The matter was work- 
ed quietly, but effectively. In less than a 
day he had things

The 
warrants were placed in the hands of Deputy 
Marshal Haynes, with instructions to go at 
once and servethem. It is understood that 
the two men are among the best citizens in 
that county.

THEIR PICTURES CAUSE A SMALL 
SENSATION.

How the Pictures Are Used to Advertise Cigarettes— 
What Mayor Hillyer Says—Stories About the 
Cigarette Makefe—What the Pictures 
Ocet-—Immense Bales of Them, Btc. 


Another cigarette picture sensation is agita- 
ting certain good people in Atlanta, This 
time the pictures are displayed in a window 
in the Kimball house, on the Pryor street sida, 
They represent nine handsome female base- 
ball players in attitudes common in that pop- 
ular game. , 

Since two weeks ago, it has been a daily oc- 
currence for crowds to gather around the win- 
dow and gaze admiringly upon the gracefal 
forms depicted by the photographer’s art, 
All sorte of people have been there, from the 
ragged boot black to the mercliant prince. A 
few days ago, a prominent member of the bar 
of a south Georgia town, vainly attempted to 
buy a set of the pictures. - 

“They are notsold,” he was informed by the 
agentof the cigarettes, “but are given to 
dealers in tobaccoto use as advertisements,” 

“Well,” replied the lawyer, “I am 

A DEALER IN TOBACCO, 
and I want a few seta to use as advertise- 
ments. 

“All right,” said the agent, “buy five or tern 
thousand cigarettes and I'll give you half a 
dozen sets.”’ 

The lawyer withdrew, disappointed. 

The crowds around the window finally at- 
tracted the attention of the police. Captain 
Russell examined the pictures a fow days ago, 
but did not make a case against the agent. 
He informed a CONSTITUTION reporter that he 
had received no orders to do so. 

“What are you going to do about those pic- 
tures of female base ball players?” the reporter 
inguired of Mayor Hillyer. 

“I don't know,” he replied, “the nratter has 
not yet been brought to my attention.’’* 

A number of staid citizens have expressed 
themselves as being opposed to the exhibition 
of the pictures, and have declared their inten- 
tion to request Mayor Hillyer to interfere. It 
is claimed by these citizens that the pictures 
are indecent. : 

THE RAGE FOR USING PICTURES 

to advertise cigarettes was started several 
years ago by the mannfacturers of popalar 
brands in Havana. Later several manufactur- 
ers in the southern states followed suit. When 
the pictures of the female baseball players 
were sent out every dealer in tobacco in the 
country was crazy to get them as show win- 
dow attractions. 

A short time ago the New York Sun, tho 
New York Sunday Dispatch, the New York 
Journal and various other papers in the 
metropolis began a crusade against the exhibi- 
tion in show windows of the pictures repre- 
senting the luscious baseball nine, Mr. Antho- 
ny Comstock, agent for the society for the 
suppression of vice, joinod in the crugade. He 
had the pictures seized wherever found, and 
issued a stringent order to dealers to suppress 
all similar cigarette advertisements. The 
dealers claimed that Mr. Comstock’s action 
was wholly unealled for, and that the pictures 

WERE NOT MORE IMMORAL 

or indecent than pictures of well known ac- 
tresses exhibited inthe barroomsof leading 
hotels, and by large photographic establish- 
ments inthe regular collections of pictures 
usually displayed by them for advertising pur- 
posee. Some of the more defiant dealers went 
so far as to announce their intention to eontest 
in the courts of law the right of Mr. Comstock 
to seize the pietures alluded to, or to forbid 
them to exhibit them in their show windows. 
In the end, however, the dealers submitted. 

In Atlanta, the dealers, asarule, take the 
same position asthat assumed by the New 
York dealers. They declare that several of 
the Atlanta photographers exhibit pictures 
similar to those of the female baseball players, 
and that if the latter should be suppressed, so 
sheuld the former. None of them, however, 


| will make a fight if the city authorities decide 
to interfere. - 


THE PRETTY PICTURES 
of the “cigarette maker,” an account of which 
was printed in THE CONSTITUTION some time 
ago, were the cause of some interesting inci- 
dents. One of them was related in THE Con- 
STITUTION. Sincethen, some of the sensa- 
tional papers have promulgated various ro- 
manticand improbable stories regarding the 
pretty cigarette makers. Some of them were 
to the effect that rich old bachelors had been 
known to become enamored of the originals 
of the pictures, and had been attracted to the 
places where the cigarettes were manufactar- 
ed, sormed the acquaintance of the fascinating 
creatures, and proposed marriage. A Boston 
paper recently gave circulation to a story that 
one of the girls whose picture had been an at- 
tractive feature in the show windows of many 
cigarette dealers refused the hand of an 
optlent banker, whobecame so heart broken 


in consequence that he drowned 
himeelf “‘till he was dead.” A 
Philadelphia paper published a _ story 


STILL MORE MELODRAMATIC, 

It was no less than that the late king of Ba- 
varia, who recently committed suicide, took 
his life beeause of a love affair in which a 
pretty cigarette maker figured. The story 
went on to say that he had sent to this country 
one Count- Yon Hildemann, to induce the girl 
to go over to Bavaria to avail herself of the 
proffered hand of the king, but that she indig- 
nantly refused. Another story—a true one— 
was to the effect that once upon a time the 
students in a northern college decorated their 
rooms with the pictures of the pretty cigarette 
makers, and that the practice was promptly 
condemned by one of the professors, and the 
students were ordered to discontinue it at 
once under penalty of expulsion. The stu- 
dente, the story continued, in an effervescence 
of mischief common among college boys, pun- 
ished the professor by placing a blind horse in 
his sleeping apartment. ; 

WHATEVER THE EFFECT © 

the various styles of pictures used to advertise 
cigarettes may have upon morals, there is no 
disputing the fact that they cause immense 
numbers of cigarettes to be sold. Yesterday 
an agent of a leading Virginia cigarette manu- 
factory informed the reporter that since the 
first of January the proprietors had expended 
twenty shousand dollars for advertising pict- 
ures.

“Did the sum expended for pictures decrease 
the profits much?” 

“Yes; the profite were decreased to such an 
extent that the most stringest orders were is- 
sued to sgents not to give the pictures to any- 
body except those who patronize the manu- 
factory.”

The ‘Work of the Department During the 
Past Year. 
During the past year Atlanta has demon: 
strated the fact that she has the best fire de- 
partment of any city of her size in the 


country, — rf 

Indeed, so satisfactory has been ita record, 
for that time that im te which were 
ay me @ year ago have been indefinite- 

suspended as being unnecessary. And now 

e fire department and the insurance com- 
panies are troubled becatise they are afraid 
that they are about to lose 
that which was almost assured 4 
year ago, Viz., a new engine house and egnip- 
ments. At that time the underwriters guaran- 
teed a reduction in insurance rates if the city 
bought another engine and reel. Cap qa" 
ner was elected chief just about this time, 
city bought the new engine and equi 
at a cost of nearly $5,000, and the loton the 
corner of Pryor and Wheat streets for $4,000, 
for the erection ef engine house No. 4. Plans 
for the new building were submitted, but after 
making the outlay of $9,000 the council took 
no further steps in the matter, which is still 
at.rest, with the magnificent engine stowed 
away and the lot and plans unimproved. 

It is presumed that the council thought that 
the department had been made good enough 
by the new chief, and that it was better not to 
make the increased expenditure necessary to 
meintain the new quarters. 

“T am sorry that they did not give me the 
new house,” said Chief Joyner , “for 
we really need it to complete the department. 
We have now three engine and reel houses 
and one for the trucks, This is sufficient or- 
dinarily, but we really need another engine 
house, to be prepared for emergencies, I have 
been fortunate with the fires I have han- 
dled during the year, and my present 
force has been +e sufficient, but I am eon- 
stantly anxious lest I will sometimes find that 
my force is toosmall. I have applied again 
forthe new house and quarters for the new 
corps Which would run No, 4, and I hope the 
council wili grant it.” | 

THE RECORD OF A YEAR, 

Chief Joyner has just finished the first year 
of his administration as chief of the paid de- 
partment, and has made a remarkable reeord. 

The department has answered for the year, 
ending July 9tb, 1886, 126 alarms of fire. The 
total value of property on fire, including build- 
ings and contents, during the year was $728,~ 
036, and the damage to the same was $37,105, 
and of that amount $11,904 was out of the 
reach of water, leaving the actual damage 
where the department could do service $25,- 
201, 

During tbe last six months of the year pre- 
vious, or from January to July, 1885, the prop- 
erty on fire amounted to $383,000 in value, ana 
the damage done reached $120,000, or about 
six times as much in six months ag the total 
damage which Chief Joyner has sustained’ in 
@ year. 

During the past year reductions have béen 
made in insurance rates, and that of Atlanta 
is now fifteen per cent lower than that of 
Mobile, Jacksonville and Montgomery, and is 
much lower than that of Chattan Savan- 
nah, Macon or Charleston. If the new engine 
and squad is putin a it is believed 
that rates will be still lowered. 

COMFORTABLE APARTMENTS, 

Chief Joyner, with his family, has recently 
moved into the new apartments fitted forthem 
in the hook and ladder building. They occu- 

y the whole third floor of the bu which 
i been remodeiled into an elegant and con- 
veniently arranged flat. Two sleeping apart- 
ments, dining-room, reception room, kitchen, 
and servant’s room compose the fiat, and the 
whole floor has been finished and furnished in 
the most tasty and comfortable manner. Itis 
a model home, and the presence of the chief 
at all times is a great advantage. Electric 
bells and callssummon him at +a 4 tap of 
the fire bel], and by-the brass rod which ex- 
tends from the head of his bed through the in- 
tervening floors to the truck room below, he 
slides through at the tap ofhis bell, and 
reaches the bottom before the horses are 
hooked to the trueks. 

The third floor of the building contained 
nntil recenfly, nothing but a large hall which 
had never been put to any particular use, and 
the new idea of the chief is an admirable one, 
‘The firemen made the transformation at odd 
hours, and the work has been excellently done. 
In the department are several first-class car- 
penters and painters, as isshown in this 
neatly executed work. 

This will probably be the home of the chief 
of Atlanta’s fire department, whoever he may 
be, for years.

Through the Fencoe-The Audience Horrified 
wiinthe Belieftheat He Was Killed—A

The Atlantas lost a game yesterday and 
came very near losing one of her best players. 
Hogan, the new center fielder, being seriously 
injured in the later half of the eighth inning.

MEN ARE HURT. 
| The Work Gives Way and the Roof and Timbers Fall 
enthe Workmen-A Narrow Mecape from «4 
Terrible Death—Severel Men Are In 
jured, One Quite Seriously, Bte. 


Seven men were buried under the falling 
timbers of a building on the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, near the Chess-Carley oil 
houre, yesterday afternoon about one o'clock. 

Ove of the men was seriously injured and 
four others were hurt. 

The building was an old foundry. It wasa 
large structure, and in it some very heavy 
timbers were used. A few weeks ago the 
owners ofthe building contracted with Pease, 
the house mover, to raise it. The contractor 
put his hands to work, and in a short time had 
the building off the ground at the required 
height. The building was then 

* SUPPORTED BY PINS A 
and other appliances used in house-raising, 
and masons were then put to work to build a 
foundation under it. This work had been in 
progrets several days, and had gone so far that 
ca) penters had begun re-arranging the inte- 
rior. Yesterday morning the work on the 
building progressed smoothly, and when the 
noon hour came the men knocked off. After 
an hour’s rest, the men resumed work. The 
carpenters were on the inside while the stone 
mesons were scattered around the building on 
the onteide, placing heavy stonesevenly and 
smoothly under the building, when suddenly 

THE TIMBERS BEGAN CRACKING, 
the building began tottering. For a second 
only these warnings of the terrible accident 
lasted, and then hacrash that was heard 
for blocks the rafters, joist, girders and roof 
came down, while the floor careened around 
ard off its supports in some places. The tim- 
bers threw outa dust so blinding that the 
workmen could not see each other for a few 
minutes, and in horror and awe they stood 
still. Immediately after the crash of the fall- 
ing timbers there was a silence painfully in- 
tense, but the silence was quickly broken by 
groars and calls for help emanating from a 
dozen throats. The groans and cries put ac- 
ticn into those 
WHO WERE STANDING OUTSIDE 

the building when it fell, and in no time those 
who wére uninjured and on the ouside were 
at work scattering timber right and left. At 
first the work was slow, but as the dust clear- 
cd away, and the crowd of rescurers increased, 
the work ae erent more rapidly, and in a 
rm markably t while every man had been 
ation as to the 
damage done was made. By this it was ascer- 
ta: that six persons, three white and three 
co ored, had been hurt, one of them quite se- 
ri- u ly, probably fatally. They are; 

LAWRENCE FOX, white. : 

JOHN P. WRAVER, white. 

ALFRED MOORE, colored. 

WILLIAM BRYANT, colored. 

THE OTHERS INJURED. 

The other two who were hurt were not se- 
riously hurt, and went to their homes seon 
after the accident happened. 

As soon as the injured men were taken from 
the building, messen were sent for physi- 
cians and Drs. M Archer and Godkin 
responded and did what they could to relieve 
the suffering men, after which they were re- 
moved to their homes.. Mr. Fox was directing 
the masonry and was more seriously hurt than 
any of the men. He was well advanced in 
ycare, and in addition to being bruised and 
ecratched by the timbers was, it is feared, 

INJURED INTERNALLY. 

He was taken to his home at 72 Alexander 
street, and late last night was suffering in- 
tensely. Xis physicians are uncertain as to 
the result of his injuries. At the time the 
building fell Mr. Fox was working on the 
outside. His sonand his nephew were both 
working on the building at the same time, 
and were also injured, but only slightly. 

Mr. Weaver was superintending the carpen- 
ter work and was considerably bruised and 
scratched by the falling timbers bat was not 
injured so muchas Mr. Fox. He was taken 
to his home, 100 Pine street, and was resting 
nicely late 1 .st night. 

' NOT HURTSO MUCH. 

Alf Moore, colored, was working with the 
masons, and was hurt almost as much as Mr. 
Fox. He was taken to his home, on Eliza al- 
ley, ond suffereda great deal. It was thought 
that his left coiler bone and left arm were 
broken. 

Bryant’s injuries were principally scratches 
and bruises. 

In addition to the six mentioned, several 
others were more or less bruised, and several 
had very narrow escapes, especially Mr, Harry 
Coggins, who was working on the outside. 

Every upright timber in the building was 
thrown flaton the floor,and the roof came 
down, too. How those who were iaside escaped 
death by being crushed, cannot be explained.

TIMBERS WERE ALL LARGE 

snd heavy. No one can assign a cause for the 
accident. The building was securely propped, 
and apppeared to be firm and sound. The 
fuundation was being built after the most 
approved style, and was up to the building in 
some places. The men had no warning what- 
ever until the timbers began cracking, and 
this lasted a second only. Mr. Coggins, who 
is a thorough workman, and who came near 
being killed, said: 

“I can’t explain if. The building was care- 


fully and properly raised and was properly | 


tupported. It appeared to give way all over 
and Me at once,and came down with a terrible 
crash,’ 

When the building fell Mr. Coggins was at a 
corner which flew up and just grazed his face. 
Had he been stooping down instead of stand- 
ing, the corner of the building would have 
stzuck him under the chin with a terrible 
force. A second later and he would have 
been in that position. The noise made by the 
tin. bers was heard half a mile away.
